Attention has been called by \V . j

H e shows that the amount of 
money paid out for cotton alone in 
that city annually closely approxi­ 
mates $4 0 ,000,000, but in spite of 
that fact there is not a cotton mill 
there.

NEW GINNING LAW 


A Bureau of 
Cotton 
Statistics 
was created by the last legislature 
in connection with the department 
of agriculture, and under the new 
law all cutom ginners are required 
to obtain a certificate 
from 
the 
county clerk and file an affidavit 
with that officer wherein said gin­ 
ners agree to forward to the com­ 
missioner of agriculture at Austin 
a correct report of the number of 
bales of cotton ginned each month. 
The clerk will forward to the com ­ 
missioner of agriculture the name 
and postoffice address of each gin­ 
ner to whom a certificate is issued, 
and the commissioner of agricul­ 
ture w ill 
in turn send blanks to 
each ginner upon which to send in 
sealed reports. 
The reports must 
l>e made to the commissioner of ag 
riculture by 
the 
third of 
each 
month, stating the, exact number 
of 
bales 
ginned 
the 
preceding 
month. 
The commissioner of ag­ 
riculture will tabulate the reports 
from the various counties by the 
eighth day of the month and make 
public the result on the ninth day 


of the month. 
All 
county clerks and public 
ginners violating this law will be 


deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and fined not lev* than twenty-live 
nor more than two hundred dol­ 
lars. 
The county clerk is required 
to issue certificates to ginners and 


t a k e affidavits free of charge. The 


l a w is designed to sectile accurate 
cotton statistics and is safeguarded 
by a penitentiary penalty in the 
event that the commissioner of ag­ 
riculture or any of his assistants 
shall give out inform ation regard­ 
ing the number of bales of cotton 
ginned before the time specified by 
law, which is 11 a. in. on the ninth 
day of each month.
